GUILTY OF MURDER.

Harry Christian, a Former Koanoke
Tough, Will Pull Hemp.

Detective Campbell is in the city,
having returned from Perryviilo, Mc¬
Dowell county. W. Va., where he has
been attending court, lie was a wit¬
ness in the case of Marry Christian, a
negro, charged with shooting William
Crow on October 33.

11 seems that Crow was shot without
provocation. Tho deed was notbing
short of a eold-blooded murder, and
Christian made his escape into Ken¬
tucky.

lie took up his residence in Pike
county, near the scene of some of the
Hatfleld-McCoy feuds, and spent the
winter, lie was soon located by Camp¬
bell, who wrote a better to .lohn Blank-
enship. the deputy sheriff of the county,describing Christian, and asked for his
arrest.

It was not long before Campbell re¬
ceived word that Christian was coralled
by the sheriff. He went at once to
Kentucky and tock charge of him, and
sucei edcd in landing his man in the
McDowell county jail.
He was tried before Judge McClaugh-

crty last week. A long chain of cir¬
cumstantial evidence was clearly estab¬
lished, and tho jury were out only ten
minutes. They came in and the pris¬
oner was found guilty of murder in the
first degree, and sentenced to be hanged
on the 17th of July.

Christian figured in this city several
months ago, and came originally from
Lynchburg.
